At the 
Ontario Cross Country CHampfon- 
ships, he finished in second place 
which qualified him to be on the On- 
tario Team, Competfng, again at 
the International Silver Relays, Nil 
placed 2nd overall. In addition (o 
all this, he placed 5th at (he 0,U.A. 
A. cross country meet and 9th at 
the Canadian cross country Champ- 
ionships which qualified Nil to be on 
the Canadian cross country team* 
He admits that it was his toughest 

race. 

This weekend, Nil goes to Phila- 
delphia for the ILS,A.A.U., Ameri- 
cnn National cross-country meet, 
where he competes on the Ontario 
team. Nil Is ranked 8th In Canada, 
this year, In the 10,000 meter. Last 
year, he was ail-American In the 
10,000 Metre national American In- 
tercollegiate Association with a 
time of 30;10,0 {That is fast Run- 
ning is not the most important thing 
In his life: he's good because lie 
works for it.

On Saturday night in Waterloo, 
the Richie Spears-led Voyageurs 
established themselves perman- 
ently as a basketball power in 
Canada, they won their flrst 
major national tournament, and 
In doing so, crushed the highly 
touted Waterloo Warriors 85-71.

scores. In t>oth halves, the Vees 
completely dominated this period 
of time and established good leads, 
Slao, a pre-game presentation 
made by the Laurentian players 
to their counterparts seemed to 
give a lift to the Voyageurs. 
VaroriJ Curunllan was named 
an allstar for Ids exciting con- 
tributions. Renl Dolcetti estab- 
lished himself as a logical choice 
for all-Canadian as he complete- 
ly dominated the backboards.

Only a rookie university coach, 
he has motivated the Vees to the 
point where they know they are 
the best team in Canada* "The 
country knows there Is a great 
team in Sudbury now/' says 
S pears.

Last week someone at Lambda decided to pursue 
Liberal objectivity and give an opposing view on the 
"free Chevron" issue. They stated that "we", Lam- 
bda, "do not yet know enough to say which side ts 
correct". This is 

unfortunate In v **w of the fact that a number of 
student newspapers across Canada have sent let- 
ters of support to the free Chevron and even here 
at laurentian on National Students Day, a plenary 
resolution condemning the Waterloo students Feder- 
ation for frying to close the Chevron offices was 
passed by a majority of studentspresent* 

To restate the problem: The Student's Federation 
at Waterloo were being severly criticised for not 
serving the interests of the students. The "FEDS" 
decided to close the Chevron until they could re- 
gain control of it and have It again serve their own 
petty opportunist ends. They were unsuccessful 
and the Chevron continued with support from the 
Canadian university Press (CUP). The main con- 
tention of the "Feds" was that the Chevron had 
come under the control of the Marxist-Leninist An- 
tl - Imperialist Alliance. True, the staff contained 
some members of the AIA and In fact they did pro- 
vide leadership in the form of analyses which wore 
democratically decided upon. The participation of 



the AIA was in no way detrimental to the quality of 
tbe paper as the "Feds" would have you to believe. 
I would suggest that those who would like further In- 
formation come down to Lambda and read both sides 
of the story. We have copies of the chevron, the 
Free Chebron and the Bullshit. (Bullseye). 

The Bullseye Is the "Fed's" new paper in which 
they try to support their opportunist positions, come 
down and read It. Read the criticism of it by the 
free Chevron too, and decide for yourself who is 
sewing the Interests of tho students. 

Now back to Lambda* The "we"? of Lambda de- 
cided to publish an article directly from the "Bull- 
shit". The "Bullshit" article was written by a 
bourgeois "expert" on political science, is he bi- 
ased? Of course, so am I. He's biased in favour of 
capitalism, and Imperialism and I'm biased in fa- 
vorr of the working and oppressed people's of the 
world.

This was not done by 
domination or dictatorship as the Federa- 
tion of Students leaders claim but by per- 
suasion and convincing argument* Because 
the political program of the AIA was based 
on concrete analysis of the conditions of 
students and the principle of serving the

Tho other line Is the line of opposition to 
tho make tho people pay campaign of the Ca- 
nadian state, tho line of defending the basic 
interests of the students which in its con- 
centrated expression is to me, the rich pay. 
This was the line being taken up by the 
People, the program of the AIA reflected 
the basic Interests of the students and has 
been increasingly taken up by the Univer- 
sity of Waterloo students.

On the north shore of Ramsey Lake lies 
a relatively isolated part of tlie city of Sud- 
bury, Ward 1, as It Is known during elect- 
ions is referred to as "Minnow i ake" by 
the local inhabitants. The approach of the 
elections on December the sixth have siir- 
rcd a few of these residents and instilled the 
noble virtue of enthusiasm in al least four 
of the eight thousand and sixteen residents 
of the clty*s largest ward by area, Andy Roy 
"Incumbent", Jack Ouelletic, Paul Dotnlnlck 
and Nelson Wall are the few from whom the 
choice will have to be made. The total per- 
centage of voters who cast a ballot in the 
last election was twenty-eight percent. Andy 
Roy won with 1,355 votes, showing tlial apa- 
thy does indeed exist. Perhaps part of the 
problem lies with those who are In the race. 
"The other candidates haven't campaigned 
hard" Mr. Hoy states. He added ,f | would 
like to see more competition". It would 
appear that the possibility exists that many 
people have not even heard of some of the 
candidates. 



Mr. Roy, the present alderman for Ward 
1 and carman for the C.P.R., has served on 
council for thirteen yeass. He believes that 
there are no key issues in the coming elec- 
tion, other than the need to continue on the 
projects he has already started. Mr. Roy 
stated "Greenwood Drive does not yet have 
sower or water services and many of the 
Ward streets do not have storm sowers 
which would remove ditches and culverts". 
Mr. Roy Is a "provincial and federal con- 
servative" but he does not believe that par- 
ty politics have a place in municipal poll- 
tics, "Policies are set by a group in party 
politics, and since this group may be behind 
the scenes It is hidden from the voter. When 
this happens the voter does not have control 
of what Is going on," 

Mr, Hoy believes that the need for prop- 
erty tax reform is in order. "We need to 
have a reassessment In the city of Sudbury. 
I believe that industries are paying a fajr 
share but that these dollars go to Toronto 
and then come back to Sudbury in the form

Mr. Doucot feels ho should be re-elec- 
ted because he was Chairman of the grants 
Committee which Introduced now politicks. 
As a member of City Council, be also sat 
in on the Civic Sqauaro Committee which 
investigated finanaclal discrepancies with- 
in the Civic Square Project. 

The alderman has mour main responsi- 
bilities, according to Mr. Doucet; answer 
individual needs, provide servfes to Ward 
2 (such as better dratnago and storm sew- 
ers), think in terms of the city as a whole 
and represent the city of Sudbury at the 
regional level.

At that time,l 
Sudbury would have a higher profile and 
offer tho services associated with develop- 
ed areas i.e. theatrc,*orchcstras and con- 
vention centre. 

Mr. Doucet Is a member of the liberal 
Party and has been working on his Mas- 



ters in Education. 

Mr. Ron Gibbons is a Journalist and is 
a member of the N.D.P. 

The issues In Ward Z, as he soos them, 
are: sidewalks, drainage, spending, sec- 
ondary Industry and land costs. Few roads 
in the Ward provide adequate pedestrian 
safeety, many households have had flood- 
ing problems because of poor drainage, 
spending should be cut at the lower and 
upper tiers of local government, a secon- 
dary industry is badly needed and the mu- 
nicipality should create programs which 
would control the price on land develop- 
ment. 

Mr, Gibbons sees some good changes 
in the proposed tax reforsm. He feels 
that organisations such as tlto Boy Scouts 
and the Jarrett Center be exempt from pay- 
ing property tax. He hopes that mining 
companies will be more heavily taxes. 

Mr. Frank Reynolds is a life Insurance 
agent and does not believe in party poll- 
tics for municipal government, 

Sldewalss, storm sewers and bettor li- 
ghting are all part of the Issues. Recrea- 
tion in Ward 2 should be more coordin- 
ated. Mr. Reynolds would not Like to see 
the idea of one tier government elimina- 
ted as an option for the area. 

The Blair Report is important because 
if Its proposals are followed, the Sudbury 
ratepayers will benefit from Inco's in- 
creased property taxes.

Ray Leclair, a transportation worker at 
[NCO, says peolle should vote f r Id in, "He 
cause I feel I'M younger ami f have more 
time" to handle the town's problems. In 
Ills third attempt to depose the incumbent, 
Leclair perceives three major Issues In 
Copper Cliff: (I) The building of new stna- 
Icy Stadium, lie wants to oversee the con- 
struction to ma,ke certain "no short-cuts 
are being taken." (2) There is a need for 
a three-way stop sign at the intersection of 
Godfrey and Serpentine Streets. (3) lie 
wants a second exit from the Italian sec- 
tion of town. At present there Is only one 
road leading to 4 Little Italy L. 

As for clty-wlde Issues, Leclair says on- 
ly that, "I want to see the tax payers' mon- 
ey spent wisely, not foolishly." He lias no 
opinions on the current proposals for muni- 
cipal tax reform. Since he announced his 
candidacy ho says lie has "had no time to 
spend listening" to discussions about these 
recommendations. 

Rochard D. Dow, a retired INCO worker 
who has represented Copper Cliff in vari- 
ous capacities on the city conncil for an \ 
uninterrupted 19 years, is stressing his ex- 
perience in this election. 

"I can serve the Ward better with 19 
years of experience", than can his neophy- 
te opponent, Dow told Lambda In an Inter- 
view, Additionally, now that he Is retired, 
he says he can "Devote himself ftiU-time 
to the Job." He sees the greatest concerns 
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m ^ mm ■ " slon up the Mil" as well as the " upgrad- 
ing of Evans Road." 

lie said he recently won a round In the 
fight against city council In the matter ot 
subdividing the Italian seeonfion of Copper 
Cliff, Slngely opposed to the $850,000 
charge imposed on Ward 8 by the city, I)ow 
said he brought the matter to the provincial 
minister and coiujetjuenlly saved each new 
home owner $1,300 on the prrcliase of their 
property from INCO. (INCO recently put 
company homes up for sale in Ward fl). 
Dow says that Evans lioad is the only 
remaining street In need of marnor repair 
In the ward. He told LamtxJa that the up- 
grading of this area was deemed a 1977 
priority at the hist council meeting, as a 
result of his efforts. 

Dow seen many problems In (he propos- 
ed municipal property tax reforms. He 
thinks charitable Instlutlons to pay taxes 
is "nonsensical" and will only shift the 
onus of supporting them from the province 
to the municipalities which can't afford 
the burden. 

Alderman Dow, also a member of the 
Laurentian University Board of Governors, 
Is not worried about the Implications of the 
reforms for Laurentian. "I would anticipate 
that If that goes through . . the government 
woudl offset that tax by rpoviding greater 
grants," he told Lambda. As for INCO 1 
Dow said, "they will definitely he paying 
more tnxes." 

However, ho pointed out that the compnay 
has gone on record saying that they will not 
object to this development If the towns will 
benefit directly, Dow Is standing on his 
record of accomplishments to convince the 
voters to let him represent them as alder- 
man and regional counsillor for another 
terms.
